being above the Age of Sixteen years, bozn Within any of Their 
Majeſties Realins oz Dominions, 02 made Dentzens, That they and every of them do ( accoz- 
ding to the Statutes in that behalf made) repair to their reſpective Places of Abode, and if. 
they have no Places of Apode, then to the Places where the Father oz Mother of ſuch reſpective 
Perlon is, oꝛ thall be then dwelling, and do not thereakter Remove oz Pals above Five Miles 
from thence. And Their Majeſties do hereby further ſtraitly Charge and Command all Their 
Judges, Juſtices⸗ Magiſtrates, Miniſters and Officers, That if ſuch Popiſh Recuſane, 02 
Perſcn reputed lo to be, (hall not repair to his oz her Place of Abode, and there continue with⸗ 
out Kemoving 02 Paſſing above Five Miles from thence, accozding to the true Intent and 
Tendour of the Statutes in that behait, That then ſuch Popiſh Recuſants, oz Perſons ſo re⸗ 
puted reſpertively, be Pꝛolecuted and brought to Puniſhment, as well by Tendzing unto them 
the Diths mentioned in an Act of Parliament made in the Firſt Pear of Their Majeſt es 
Reign, Entituled [ An Act for the Abrogating the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance, and Appoint- 
ing other Oaths ] as by putting in Execution the ſevereft Laws Which are now in Foꝛce againſt 
them.
